FOREWORD 


The consignor comes legitimately by his attraction to Russian numismatics: his forebears were among 
the Greeks whom Catherine II invited to settle in the Empire’s new lands in South Russia late in the 18th 
century. To American collectors, Leon Hermes has long been a familiar figure at shows and auctions. His 
well known price lists have customarily included a good range of Russian numismatic literature. 

Although the Russian series is less complex than those of Germany, France and England, there are 
many subtleties to challenge the researcher. The challenge has been largely met. Cumulative published 
coverage, pre-Revolutionary and since then, becomes in the main more than adequate: the main trouble 
is laying hands on many of the classics and standard works which have long been rare. With a few 
notable exceptions, the reprinting of essential classics has lagged. 

The present selection, which embraces the most important of Leon’s books, comes close to full 
coverage of everything truly indispensable, especially so for pre-1917 publications. It is the most signifi¬ 
cant Russian numismatic offering to come on the market since Sotheby’s big sale of Peter Landry’s 
holdings in November 1981. The current group lacks the wide collateral reach of Landry’s material, but it 
is more focused and perhaps more practical in orientation. 

A few of the scarce items in this group have come in recent years from friends in Russia who, in the prevailing confusion, had found 
unobtrusive ways of sending them abroad. This brief and uncertain window of opportunity is not likely to open again in our time. 

The presence of bookplates of major Russian collectors and savants of the years before 19x7 in a few of these volumes is a melancholy 
reminder of the fate of very many private libraries and the attrition suffered by some public ones during Revolutionary Russia’s chaotic times 
— pillage, confiscation and wanton destruction claimed a high proportion of the small (from 50 to 200 copies) editions of most of these 
numismatic rarities. A fair number of the confiscated books that survived were sold abroad in the late 20s and early 30s to earn foreign 
exchange. As some of the newly affluent Russians who have recently taken up the collecting of coins come to widen their horizon to include 
serious books on coins, the demand will grow even more out of proportion to the sparse and dwindling supply, much of which in any case is 
effectively barred to non-Russian buyers.

INTRODUCTION 

Forming a good Russian numismatic library is fraught with difficulty. The books rarely turn up, and when they do, competition is keen. For 
whatever reason (the weak economy at the time being perhaps the most likely culprit), Sotheby’s November 23-24,1981 auction of Russian Printed 
Books Comprising the Property of Mr. P. C. Landry was an exception to that rule. The few collectors with ready cash (a decided minority in those 
recessionary times) and the necessary resolve (always a scarce commodity) dominated that landmark sale and generally modest prices prevailed. 

In the intervening years there has been no sale even remotely comparable to Landry or the present offering, although a good number of 
comprehensive numismatic libraries have been subjected to the auctioneer’s hammer over the period. The extensive Galerie des Monnaies Diisseldorf 
sale, Eine numismatische Handbibliothek (the Mersbacher-Helbing-Helbing Nachfolger-G. Hirsch-Kress library), held a month before Landry, 
contained but a small number of major Russian works, though admittedly the focus of that sale was Germanic numismatics. The notable 1991 
Peus sale, Numismatische Bibliothek Adolph Hess, and the 1995 Frankfurter auction, Bibliothek Firma Schulman, Amsterdam, both contained great 
Russian classics but relatively few of them. In Switzerland, the otherwise exceptional 1987 Miinzgalerie Basel/George Frederick Kolbe sale of Eine 
Bedeutende Numismatische Bibliothek (the Bernth Ahlstrom library) was weak in the Russian area, and Spink Taisei’s 1993 Numismatische Bibliothek 
Siegmund Werkner Innsbruck held in Zurich featured only six Russian lots, notable among them the French edition of George Mikhailovich and 
the text and plate volume of Schubert’s remarkable 1857 production (offered as lot 89 in this sale). The 1993 Paris Drouot auction of the Bibliotheque 
Rollin-Feuardent, a remarkable if fragmentary sale, contained little beyond a set of Chaudoir and a French George Mikhailovich. The notable 
Spink book auctions of the period, along with other major London sales, rarely included Russian numismatic literature. The 1982-1996 Kolbe/ 
Spink New York sales have featured a good number of rather remarkable Russian numismatic titles, but rarely has there been more than a 
sampling in any individual sale. Earlier this year the Elmen sale of Bernhard Brekke’s Russian numismatic library featured an extensive selection 
of useful reference material. But what is probably the most significant offering of the period emanated from an unlikely source, namely A. G. van 
der Dussen of Maastricht, the Netherlands. In the firm’s April 1992 sale a number of important Russian coins were featured, reportedly compris¬ 
ing a consignment from within Russia, and complementing them were a select number of classic works on the topic, including a set of the Russian 
George Mikhailovich, along with classic works by Demmeni, Giel, Ilyin, Markov, Schubert and Tolstoi (15 lots in all). 

The current sale dwarfs that offering and is a tribute to Leon Hermes’ excellent judgment and keen acquisitive instincts. Later in this sale a 
statement made by Richard T Johnson regarding his Masonic numismatic library is quoted, to the effect that virtually “ALL Masonic medal/token 
reference works” are rare. This appraisal applies equally to pre-revolutionary Russian numismatic works and to works on the topic published in 
the USSR before World War II. Only the opportunity to acquire them in any quantity appears to be more elusive. 

The cataloguer is indebted to Mr. and Mrs. Hermes for providing English translations of many of the following titles. They, along with 
Randolph Zander, also reviewed the original manuscript and made helpful suggestions. The numerous bibliographical and biographical articles 
appearing over the years in the Journal of the Russian Numismatic Society, mainly written by Ran Zander, were invaluable in the compilation of 
this catalogue.

Grand Duke George funded the project and 
under his direction the various volumes were compiled by Giel, Demmeni and others. Twelve volumes had appeared when the outbreak of war 
curtailed completion and parts 1,3 8c 4 of the Peter the Great series never saw publication (only a few sets of the plates to part 3 were printed). Though 
200 copies of each volume were originally printed, the series has suffered heavy attrition over the years and it is worthy of note when even one or two 
original volumes are offered. Only two sets of the corpus have come to market in recent years: the one belonging to Willy Fuchs (sold in the November 
1991 Frankfurter Mtinzhandlung auction where it brought 32.000 DM before the buyer premium, though it lacked the extremely rare volume of 
1711-1719 Peter the Great plates present here) and the set in the April 13-15,1992 van der Dussen sale (@ 25,000 Hfl. before the buyer premium, also 
lacking the Peter I 1711-1719 plates and with minor imperfections). Even the Landry sale did not contain a complete series of the 1711-1719 plates 
(only plates 56-95 were present) and the 1995 Kolbe/Spink sale lot included only 48 of the 50 plates called for.

Feodor Fedorovich Schubert’s monumental work on modern Russian coins is well described in a Russian Numismatic 
Journal article by Randolph Zander, as follows: “Schubert published in French, having an eye to a broad European public and intending that his 
catalogue should serve as a generally accepted standard work. His work was based on his own collection plus the results of study of over 30 major 
Russian collections, visited repeatedly and researched over a period of 10 years. The format combines scholarly discipline with practical features. 
Schubert defined his method in these words: ‘In my work I have set myself these conditions: to bring together all that is known up to now on Russian 
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coins, to classify them by reigns, in each reign to classify the coins by types each bearing a consecutive number, and to provide an illustration of the 
best available specimen of each type, to place under each type number the lesser varieties of the given type - such as date, edge, legend &c, with each 
such variety assigned a letter following the number: to indicate the references where the coins may be found: and in the case of rare coins the 
collections which contain them; to show the weight of each gold and silver coin, and to fix a price which a collector might expect to pay for each piece.’ 
There were numerous in-text footnotes, discussing a variety of subjects, and each reign was accompanied by a discussion of its monetary history. 
There is no question but that the work was far more orderly and forthcoming than Chaudoir’s of the other extant catalogues. 

It was in this 1857 work, published two years after the death of Nicholas I, that Schubert first ventured to publish, under No 964, his ‘unique’ specimen 
of the Constantine ruble acquired in confidence a few years earlier from Jacob Reichel who had produced and retained it a generation earlier. He gave 
currency to the cover story that the piece had been sent to the Grand Duke Constantine (the putative Emperor) in Warsaw for his approval. 

A striking if not altogether practical feature of the 1857 Catalogue is the bound atlas... On the plates are 2144 embossed images showing the obverse 
& reverse of the 1072 major numbered types described in the catalogue. The embossed images in relief were produced on Congreve’s Press by means 
of cliches taken from galvano copies of the coins, many taken from collections other than Schubert’s in order to insure the best example of each type. 
Bringing these together was a major undertaking in itself. The method of illustration, of which Schubert’s atlas was one of the early examples, had a 
certain vogue at the time.. .Given Schubert’s exacting methods of choice of specimens for illustration, the over-all visual effect of each folio page of 
excellently embossed and metal-colored illustrations is impressive indeed.. .But if coins can suffer from cabinet friction, think of the havoc wrought 
by ‘page friction’ if the atlas gets much earnest consultation!” The plates in this copy are in an excellent state of preservation and, indeed, this 
sumptuous work represents the zenith of this delightful illustration process pioneered by the Schafer firm.

To say that works on Masonic works are rare is a truism. The “R” word appears after nearly every title listed below. It required many 
years for the current owner to assemble the volumes offered here and Mr. Johnson correctly observes that virtually “ALL Masonic medal/ 
token reference works” are rare. Indeed, most of the works listed below have passed through our hands on only a few occasions over the past 
two decades and two have never been offered by us until now.

This example was purchased in 
1973 from Ralph Goldstone’s personal library for $200. Over the years many fine numismatic books and libraries passed through this colorful Boston 
coin dealer’s hands and the volume at hand, according to Goldstone, was William Sumner Appleton’s personal copy. The Medals of the Masonic 
Fraternity has never been reprinted and is still an important reference work. Its author lived to be eighty and was intimately involved in numismatic 
research, publishing, and printing for much of that lengthy span. The work offered here is certainly Marvin’s magnum opus. According to his biogra¬ 
phy by Elizabeth Eliot Marvin Wood, he was also deeply involved in the posthumously published Betts work: “Although appearing as one of the 
editors of Betts’s American Colonial History, Illustrated by Contemporary Medals, he was really responsible for much of the actual subject matter.” 
Marvin also “published and edited the American Journal of Numismatics for nearly forty years.” His printing firm, originally established by his father 
in 1823, printed the AJN for many years, as well as a number of notable numismatic books of the era. He became a Mason in 1857, serving his local 
lodge and the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts in various capacities, and as local secretary from 1883 until his death. Wood’s biography concludes: “As 
one who knew him well said: ‘The memory of Dr. Marvin’s life is that of a Christian gentleman of the old school.. .None could know him well without 
being impressed by the ripeness of his scholarship and the vigorous cultivation of his mental powers.’”

Unique. The original, illustrated inventory of the monumental collection of Odd and Curious Money formed by Howard D. Gibbs. An incredible 
assemblage of information and illustrations comprising a detailed record of the largest collection of its type ever formed. It was Gibbs’ fervent wish 
that his unparalleled collection “be kept intact and displayed in such a way as to make it available to the public and to student (sic) who might be 
interested.” Included with the inventory is Gibbs’ carbon copy of a 6 page letter written in 1947 to Paul Mellon and the A. W. Mellon Educational Trust. 
In it, Gibbs proposes: “What I would love to have done is simply this. Have set up an endowment fund sufficient to cover the expense of properly 
displaying the collection. Employe (sic) my services at the equivalent of my present earnings, permit me to spend the necessary time to get the entire 
collection arranged in geographical and chronological order; permit me to carefully catalogue the entire collection in proper order and to evaluate it; 
upon the completion of such cataloguing which I believe would take two to three years, and then have the appraisals checked by competent experts; 
make payable to my estate over a period of years ONE HALF the value of the collection.” Receiving no encouragement from Mellon, Gibbs apparently 
prepared the inventory offered here in the intervening years. Preceded by “The Story of the Gibbs Collection,” it is arranged in geographical and 
chronological order with valuations. The printed illustrations are derived from a myriad of sources, from reference works to comic strips, and also 
includes many excellent original photographs, several in color. Rubbings are also occasionally present as are handwritten listings, additions, etc. Gibbs 
was an inveterate and indefatigable collector. In his introduction he notes; “A few people are born to be collectors. I guess I was one of them because 
1 cannot remember a time when I wasn’t collecting Indian relics, minerals or what have you. However, at the age of seven all other things became 
secondary and my hobby has been ‘coins and those things which have been used as money.’” He further notes: “To dispose of my collection would be 
very simple. All that is necessary is to place it in the hands of a reputible (sic) dealer and have it sold at auction BUT after spending fifty years in the 
study and search in building up this unique collection I have been told time after time by many friends that it should be kept intact and displayed in 
such a way as to make it available to the public and to student (sic) who might be interested.” Gibbs’efforts to institutionalize his collection failed and 
large portions of it were sold shortly after his death in a series of early 1970’s Hans Schulman sales. Fortunately his unique inventory, offered here, has 
survived.

His first printing press, acquired in 1888, was named “Ercilla,” in honor of the author 
of the Chilean epic. La Araucana. His second press, “Elzeviriana,” was used until 1919. It, of course, was named after the famous Dutch family of 
booksellers, printers and publishers, active from the late sixteenth to early eighteenth centuries. During one of his visits to Europe, Medina even 
purchased a set of Elsevir type. Gresham notes “that Medina’s presses were hand-operated; that his type was set letter by letter, page by page. Today, a 
typesetter can set within one hour that which took Medina 20 hours.. .Operating‘Ercilla’ and ‘Elzeviriana’ was a laborious task; no wonder that his 
books were printed in such small quantities.”

In the next several years he purchased nearly every major collection of Russian coins in sight and by the i88o’s had conceived 
his monumental design of a corpus of modern Russian coins. Employing the best numismatic scholars of the day and the Imperial Russian printing 
facilities he produced a magnificently printed and illustrated series of twelve volumes no less magnificent in their comprehensiveness and accuracy. 
The French edition includes the magnificent plates of coins and their accompanying detailed descriptions but omits the lengthy historical documen¬ 
tation. Only 200 sets of the Russian edition were issued and it would appear that a similar number of the French translation, at most, were printed. 
Originally issued in nineteen parts, sets rarely appear on the market.

The nine attractive coin plates were adapted from Snowden’s 1861 A Description of Ancient and Modern 
Coins, in the Cabinet Collection at the Mint of the United States. Initially, this magnificent work seemed destined to become a best-seller. Laban Heath, 
the author and publisher, ordered 5,000, and later an additional 10,000 sets of the 22 plates from the Treasury Department Printing Bureau. Had it not 
been for political intrigue and actual sabotage (well chronicled in Eric Newman’s work on Laban Heath and his counterfeit detectors, published in the 
1991 ANA Anthology), this work would doubtless be widely available today. In the introduction, the publisher hints at the problems by stating: “but a 
limited number of engravings from the original dies (sufficient only for this edition) have been printed, and that, by a recent change in the law, no 
more can be printed from the Government plates at the Treasury Department.” Only a very small number of copies of the book were actually issued. 
Since Nehemiah George Ordway’s name usually appears in the copyright notice, this work has often been attributed to him. He apparently had a hand 
in the physical arrangement of the work but Eric Newman’s research clearly indicates that the author was actually Laban Heath of counterfeit detector 
fame.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, STARTLING DISCLOSURES IN THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT and COUNTERFEITERS AND COUNTERFEITING. The series of accusations of 
impropriety revolved around Spencer M. Clark, Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau, and included “gross immoralities and fraudulent 
operations in the Treasury Department. It was more than intimated, by those who ought to have known, that among the hundreds of females 
employed there, some were not virtuous, while in the regular operations of the establishment fraud had a place.” Specific charges included “complicity 
with Bank Note Companies,” and “gross immorality” concerning “S. M. Clark, in connection with certain female employees of his department.” 
Though these and other allegations created a sensation at the time, Baker’s methods and motives as chief of the United States Secret Service were 
subsequently largely discredited. According to the Dictionary of American Biography, his “habitual carelessness in mixing truth and fiction was not 
overcome in his History of the United States Secret Service." This work is especially sought after by those interested in Lincolniana since Baker was 
instrumental in the planning and direction of the expedition that captured John Wilkes Booth and these events are covered in the book in some detail. 
Tipped in at the end of this copy is a Jones Brothers & Co. flyer entitled “Agents Wanted.”

Eric P. Newman records twelve varieties of the first edition, of which the author 
claimed a total issue of 25,000 copies. If so, this first printing must have comprised only a tiny precentage of that impressive total. Heath Counterfeit 
Detectors achieved an extremely wide circulation in their day. The various versions, issued over a quarter century, in total probably reach six figures. 
The small “pocket” edition, designed for the public, went through many editions and the Banking House and Counting Room version also went 
through several editions. Their great charm is largely attributable to the excellence of the illustrations. In the first edition the plates were printed by 
the American Bank Note Company. Subsequent editions combined these plates with United States Treasury Department impressions of United States 
Notes and National Currency Notes, and the plates in the last few editions are comprised entirely of United States Notes and National Currency Notes. 
The illustrations of counterfeit issues were printed from plates confiscated by the government. A great many varieties exist, even within the same 
edition. The series was ably chronicled by Eric Newman in a detailed article appearing in the 1991 American Numismatic Association Centennial 
Anthology, entitled “Heath’s Counterfeit Detectors: An Extraordinarily Successful Comedy of Errors.” In it, Newman writes: “A highlight in American 
numismatic literature is the myriad of editions of Laban Heath’s counterfeit detectors. These books gained great popularity by the simple technique 
ot complimenting the intelligence and ability of members of the public to recognize counterfeit paper money and by the appeal of spectacular 
illustrations. The series of editions from 1864 through 1889 carried a transition of text and a development of pictorial content by a masterful huckster 
and a skilled political maneuverer. He was the first person to promote a numismatic book into a best seller.” Heath concluding this first printing of the 
first edition with the following lines: “Every man, woman, and child, has occasion to handle more of less money; and if all would possess themselves 
of the knowledge here taught, counterfeiting would soon become a profitless business. We want to see a knowledge of this art in every place of 
business, yes, in every house and cottage in the country. It has long been our business and our pleasure to forewarn and defend the people against the 
miscreants who tamper with the commercial life-blood of the nation; defrauding the poor, the widows, and the fatherless, of their scanty store, and 
giving to all vexation and loss in place of security and profit; and we hope to still further disarm and paralyze them, by a more general diffusion of this 
art, by means of this little work. Vigilant officers of police may do much to guard the community, but their most painstaking vigilance is not always 
successful; while a general knowledge of detecting bank-notes by the engraving will root out the very fangs of the serpent, — Counterfeiting." Eric 
Newman’s comprehensive study, filled with remarkable research and delightful tidbits, has renewed interest in this delightful series of books. A great 
many of the prodigious number of copies originally issued have perished over the past century and a quarter. Fragile bindings and high acid-content 
paper combined with heavy use. cannibalization by currency dealers and collectors desiring individual engravings, and other factors, may not have 
reduced the original mountain to a molehill but certainly it is no longer a mountain. Copies in decent condition are not easy to obtain and fine copies 
are now legitimately scarce. The selection offered here includes many rare varieties and future sales will feature additional selections from this 
impressive collection.

Clain-Stefanelli 12524. Heaton’s interest in numismatics waned in later life but at the time this work was published he was an avid coin collector. In the 
preface, he notes: “The writer, a few years since, after enriching his almost complete collection of silver and minor issues of the parent institution with 
all attainable varieties, became much interested in gathering United States coinage bearing the letters...commonly known as ‘Mint Marks. This 
pursuit, of course, led to publication of the book and to the popularity of coin collecting on this basis. Popularly known by its cover title, Mint Marks, 
this landmark work succeeded beyond the author’s wildest dreams in creating a “new and zealous interest in modern United States coinage.” Although 
it achieved wide distribution at the time, copies today are scarce.

Special Collected Hardbound Edition. Only a few of these sets, bound in groups by Kosoff at the time, were issued and even individual hardbound 
volumes appear but rarely. Though lacking the panache of his later emissions, these early catalogues reveal the true essence of Kosoff’s success: hard 
work and great ambition. The long series of Julius Guttag sales and the Higgy sale, considered by Kosoff to be the beginning of the modern coin 
market, are especially notable. Ex Leonard Kusterer, with his name stamped in gilt at the base of the upper covers. Each volume is also inscribed and 
signed by Kosoff. A resident of Bridgeport, Connecticut, Kusterer was a founder and life member of the Fairfield County Numismatic Association. He 
was associated with Scott Stamp and Coin Company and, for many years, with Wayte Raymond. Due to failing eyesight, he retired in 1945 but 
remained active in numismatics until his death in 1973.

One of the best preserved sets we have ever encountered of the 1880 edition of this monumental work. Sigler 1596. Clain-Stefanelli 4203. Grierson 
page 268. Perhaps the most lavish work on American numismatics ever published. Conceived in 1862, this magnificent work required sixteen years 
and an outlay of $25,000 to complete. The paper for the book was specially made by Blanchet Fr£res & Kleber, Rives and the plates were printed in 
Paris by A. Salmon. The text was printed by Francis Hart of New York. Sets were originally offered for sale at $30.00. Unfortunately, the quality of the 
cloth is not of the same standard and sets are virtually unknown with the bindings in fine state. First published in 1878, this 1880 imprint appears to 
be quite rare. In addition to the date change on the titles, the listing of various affiliations following the author’s name has grown from four to seven 
lines and there are several additional minor differences. In most respects the work appears to be identical. Cleveland Amory’s i960 Who Killed Society? 
contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with the prestigious Union Club of New York. The Duke had recently become 
one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of 
matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough .’’Turnbull then inquired why 
he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten 

years to-her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and 

was expelled from the Club. At one point in the controversy Louhat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation 
in 1886, Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927.

A coin collector for over a 
quarter century, Atwater’s penchant for quality is evident throughout the sale. Indeed, the superb condition of the coins have prompted many to 
consider it superior to the Dunham collection in overall importance. Mehl himself, in a 1946 letter to Thomas Elder, described the Atwater auction as 
“the most important I have ever held.” Of the three special leatherhound Mehl sales known to have been issued, only the deluxe Atwater catalogue 
combines extreme rarity and importance. Perhaps fewer than half a dozen copies were originally issued.

The numismatic section, comprising pages (1471-212, is probably based on Richard W. Davids’ 58 page 1854 catalogue, here 
somewhat enlarged. Attinelli also records what appears to be a separate issue of this numismatic section. At the time of publication, John H. Hickcox 
was an Assistant Librarian. The books in the library had nearly doubled in five years, to a total of 43,634. In the preface it notes that “ While this result 
has been produced chiefly by purchases made from the annual appropriations by the State for the enlargement of the Library, much of it has arisen 
from donations made by foreign governments and authorities, principally through the system of international exchange conducted by M. Vattem ARE; 
by the Government of the United States... (et al.)”The coin cabinet appears to have been enriched also by donations, and benefactors recorded 
include J. Grieg, H. H. Hickcox, C. I. Bushnell, E. J. Miller, G. Brinley, Jr., W. C. Johnson, R. W. Davids, Mrs. R. Davids, J. E. Gavit, and many others. A 
number of coins were also purchased and some were exchanged for duplicates (“In addition to the coins in the Catalogue, there are several hundred 
duplicate coins, silver and copper, which will be exchanged for others not in this collection”). A total of 1,697 coins were catalogued, along with 
historical medals, paper money and seals.

Clain-Stefanelli 13616. Not in the Fuld Library sales. A sumptuous work produced 
at great expense, with a wide array of superb bank note engravings. Of exceptional 
rarity and importance. Ormsby was proprietor of the New York Bank Note Com¬ 
pany and one of the founders of the Continental Bank Note Company. Though 
written with the author’s business interests in mind, this work provides unparal¬ 
leled insights into the topics covered. His detailed exposition of the methods of bank note engraving employed at the time is especially valuable. 
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Ormsby’s basic premise is stated in the introduction: “The Art of Bank Note Engraving as practised in the United States, essentially differs from that 
of any other country. Our mode is more expeditious, and our notes more beautiful; but that important feature, security against forgery, which ought 
to be paramount to every other consideration, seems to have been almost entirely disregarded, or, at least, to have escaped that attention, which a 
subject of such importance deserves.” His solution to the problem was a marriage of technology and craftsmanship, aptly described in the Dictionary 
of American Biography: “During the first quarter of the nineteenth century the process of bank-note engraving was cheapened and facilitated by the 
introduction of machinery, and by the end of the century craftsmanship had been almost entirely superceded. Ormsby represented a curious combi¬ 
nation of the two techniques. He was a versatile and accomplished inventor of machinery to facilitate the processes of engraving, but he was bitterly 
opposed to the complete replacement of the artist-craftsman. He held that notes should be engraved upon a single plate, with careful craftsmanship 
exerted on the design and interdependence of the composition. The counterfeiter would thus be foiled ‘not because he does not know how the work 
is done, but because he cannot do it’ ( Cycloidal Configurations, p. 37).” Ormsby’s designs for bank notes were in wide use all the way into the 1860’s and 
this magnificent volume stands as a testament to his remarkable craftsmanship and numerous technical innovations. It is one of the great rarities of 
American numismatic literature and is perhaps the most desirable volume ever published on American paper currency.

According to the introduction, 
“This Collection of Military and Naval Medals, formed by Mr. W. Phillips, is by far the most important, and generally the most interesting, collection 
of these historical relics which has come up for disposal, containing as it does examples of the principal military and naval distinctions which have 
been conferred from the earliest times down to the twentieth century, some of them unique and others of such rare occurrence as to be seldom met 
with.. .The series of medals awarded at rare intervals by British Sovereigns, from the time of George I, to Native Chiefs for loyalty, is without doubt the 
most interesting and most valuable in existence, and there are some specially rare varieties presented for the same purpose by Louis XV, and by the 
representatives of George III in America, which medals bear the mark of the New York Medallist, D. C. Fueter.”

This obscure and seldom-offered sale features E. Shorthouse’s famous comments “To American Coin Collectors.” Manville & Robertson term the 
catalogue “amusing” and the man “contentious.” After a lengthy description of a Queen Anne BELLO • ET* PACE pattern farthing in copper, the catalogue 
notes: “Unless a starting bid of £15 is made, this lot will be withdrawn, on the ground, that if an important English coin of which only three are known 
is not worth £15, it is worth nothing." According to Manville & Robertson, the coin brought £19.7.6 but they also note that “Dealers Spink, Thomas, and 
Verity, bought-in more than a third of the lots. These were offered in London the next year and some again in 1888.” In the Appendix, Shorthouse 
apologizes for the “prejudicial statement (lot 228) that the youthful Emperor Julian II. had a ‘Young Bear Head,” noting that “‘Young’ as distinguished 
from...‘mature’...and ‘Bare’ head as distinguished from ‘laureated’ was all that was intended.” The sale featured relatively few lots of American 
interest, mostly colonial coins sold in lots. Shorthouse’s interest in the field, however, was intense and his lengthy comments “To American Coin 
Collectors” are filled with fascinating observations. He offers a reward for information leading to the return of “a valuable set of‘Lord Baltimore’ silver 
money, consisting of the Shilling, Sixpence, and rare Groat, in unusually fine condition,” promising the informant “a P.O. order for £5, also a beautiful 
U.S. 1796 cent, with the cap, in absolutely Mint condition, for his trouble.” He then recounts the experiences of “Three Years’ American Coin Collecting 
in England.” “As late as 1882 U.S. coins were to be picked up in England very cheaply, now they very seldom occur. Our ignorance of them was, and still 
is, in most cases, profound.” He notes that “A lovely 1794 dollar stood for two years in the ‘Bureau de Change’ window, Charing Cross Station, London, 
staring at the British public; the writer could have had it a dozen times at £1. Finally swept off by good Mr. Randall on his last visit to the British Isles.” 
Though not cited in the bibliography, this text is doubtless the source of the pedigree in Breen’s Encyclopedia of the Nova Constellatio too bit to “T. F. 
Cloud, Pawnbroker, 207 High Holborn, London.” Shorthouse acquired the unique pattern for two shillings, three pence. “Knowing about as much 
about it as the average Christian knows about the Origin of Evil, he forwarded it to his friend Mr. W. Elliot Woodward, .with whom an English 
gentleman can deal with safety and pleasure." Originally offered in the Addenda to Woodward’s 1885 73rd sale with a $550 reserve, it finally sold for $272 
in the 1886 83rd sale. Woodward’s account of the unique pattern is at variance with Shorthouse (“It has existed for an unknown period in the 
collection of an old numismatist in Scotland, whose recent death led to the dispersion of his cabinet by auction.”). Shorthouse goes on to recount with 
pride the acquisition of a number of other “Plums,” including”“An ‘Ameri” cent., in mint condition, another fine; a 1795 cent., thick lettered edge, in 
absolutely uncirculated condition...a 1796, with cap, in equal condition, resembles a proof.. .two fine 1804 cents...a 1799 cent in mint state was just 
missed at 7s. 6d... .Baltimore money (not yet stolen); rows of‘pine’ and ‘oak tree’ money, some very fine;” etc. He notes “In Conclusion” that “Ameri¬ 
can coins, compared with those of other nations, appear to the writer to be unquestionably the most uninteresting series in the world.” Then he 
suggests “that some American gentleman, wishing to acquire a very fine U. S. collection, had better come over next summer (1887).. .and take away the 
collection to that Great and Amazing Country... to which it properly belongs... ”

This practice and the fact that the 
volumes were issued in limited numbers on an individual basis account for their extreme scarcity today. These sumptuous volumes are truly numis¬ 
matic aristocrats, coveted by bibliophile and syngraphist alike. Many of the engravings in this volume were utilized on United States large size paper 
money or fractional currency. Seventy of the plates are portraits of Presidents, Government officials, and other dignitaries. Named personages include:
